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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The term "weaving" 
and its variations should be avoided since the application is directed towards a knitting process. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Re claim 1, the term "weaving" is inaccurate since the apparatus is a knitting machine. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Renda et al. 
(5477707). 

The disclosure of Renda et al. (5477707) teaches the invention as claimed including a 
sinker (10) of circular knitting machines for pile fabrics, being disposed on a circular knitting 
machine with an inclined angle for providing a positioning loop for a wool yarn, a bottom yarn, 
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and a binding yarn (L, F, T), comprising: a nose section, having a protruded nose (13) coupled to 
one end of said nose section; a throat section (25), disposed at a position adjacent to the other 
end of said nose section; and an abdominal section (20) coupled to said throat section, and said 
nose section having an aslant surface (30) provides a downward pulling on said bottom yarn and 
binding yarn in a weaving process to achieve a plating loop. The throat section comprises a first 
end surface, and said abdominal section comprises a second end surface, and said first end 
surface is coupled to said second end surface, and said first end surface is an aslant surface, such 
that said first end surface is a horizontal surface when said sinker is disposed in said circular 
knitting machine. Note the limit groove (17) for positioning said wool yarn, bottom yarn, and 
binding yarn and disposed at a position where said protruded nose and nose section are coupled.
